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In the Goodwin Bible was pinned an obituary 
notice clipped from an 1890 Terre Haute newspaper. 
The following interesting data was copied from it. 


"Mrs, Hannah Hill Goodwin, widow of Sidney B, 
Goodwin, died Sept. 18,1890, aged 80 years, 6 months, 
at the residence of her son-in-law, Richard A.Tiernan, 

She was born Mar. 17,1810, at Milton, in 
Chittenden County, Vermont, within sight of Lake 
Champlain, where she witnessed the battle which 
took place between the British and American navies. 

Her father and uncles fought under McDonough. 
Through her mother's line she was a lineal descendant 
of Gen. Ethan Allen. She was a cousin of Isaac Owen, 
noted missionary. 

She married Oct. 22, 1827 at Milton, Vermont, 
and in 1851 they migrated to Newark, Ohio going by 
canal boat to Buffalo, N.Y., there taking a schooner 
on Lake Erie to Cleveland, thence by canal boat on 
the Ohio canal to Newark, where they resided until 
18355 - then to Terre Haute, Ind. in wagons over the 
National Road. 

Their first home was a log cabin on Lot no.2 
situated near the northwest corner of Fifth Street 
and Swan Street in Terre Haute, Ind. Later a two- 
story frame house was built on this lot. Then in 
1849 they traded this property for a farm of 180 
acres en the St. Mary's road at the I. &St. L. crossing 
where for nine years they farmed and kept a road- 
Side tavern, a well-known stopping place for early 
travelers, She was the mother of nine children.

GARDNER 


John Brister Gardner, son of Adam and Nancy Gardner and Margery A, Gilbert, daugh- 
ter of Noah and Elizabeth Gilbert, were both born near Coshocton,Ohio. They 

were married December 26, 1861, her father, Rev. Noah Gilbert, officiated, Soon 
after, they with Rev. Gilbert"s family, moved to Clark County, Illinois, where 
they were the parents of eleven children, 

They left Illinois for Otero County, Colorado in February 1888, where Mr, 
Gardner, his son William, and son-in -law, W.J. Lewis all ‘staked claims" 

Willie, as William was called, was exposed to measles enroute west, and not 
knowing it, exposed himself by walking four miles from the Missouri-Pacific Rail- 
road when returning from Pueblo, where they had gone to the land office to file 
on their claims. He died March 10, 1888 and his bride of one month returned to 
Illinois. 

About the time of his death, Adam and wife decided to go to Colorado, too, 
had a sale and left before the news of Willie's death reached them, When tkey 
arrived at Arlington, Colo., Dr. Frank Ashley met them at the train and told them 
Willie was dead and Lizzie not expected to live, She died March 14, just four 
days after her brother and there were four more children down with measles. Adam 
and wife and small daughter went to the Lewis cabin where they prepared the meals 
for those who were ill as there were only two rooms in the Gardner cabin. 

A.N. also "staked a claim"; there was no one to “prove up" Willie's claim 
and Lewis left his to go to work in town. It was necessary to live continuously 
on the claims for two years to prove up, so J.B, and A, N, worked in La Junta, 
their wives and children " held down" the claims, 

J.B. worked in a grocery store and A. N. in a lumber yard and T.I., a 
younger son, worked for the Santa Fe Railroad, 

Tke Holdbrook ditch had been Surveyed to pass the claim for irrigation but 
was never completed that far, as there was not enough water in the Arkansas River; 
so eventually the claims were abandoned and all moved to LaJunta, . 

Adam and family moved to the Rufus Phillips ranch near Las Animas in April 
1892. J.B. traded his town property for a small farm also near Las Animas in 
1896, He sold the farm and moved to Pueblo about 1902 where he and Mrs. Gardner 
spent their last years, 

Adam returned to La Junta in December 1902 and in November 1904 returned to 
Illinois, He died at Lyons, Illinois on July 26, 1929, His wife, Louisa, lived 
with her children in Terre Haute, Indiana until her death September 2, 1941, 

T.E. and his wife went to Long Beach, California July 1, 1923; where they 
Spent their remaining years, 

Harry C, and wife were married in Pueblo and moved to western Kansas about 
1912 and to Illinois in 1915. They moved to Terre Haute in 1917 and later to 
Princeton where Stella died, Harry now lives in Salem,Illinois 
Emma Gardner and W. H,. Lane were married in La Junta; later moving to Pueblo, 
where Emma still lives. Her husband was struck by a car as he alighted from 
another car, in front of their home, and died from injuries received at that time.

Ralph A, Donham was born on So. 17th St., Terre Haute, Ind., 
in 1888. His wife, Nellie Piercy Donham, was born near Lewis, Ind., 
in Pierson Twp.,some time later. 


Ralph Donham is the son of Thomas F. and Eliza Ann Donham. 
Thomas F, Donham was the sen of Isaiah Donham, a Pierson Twp. 
pioneer. He was born in 1811, in Clermont County,Ohio, just east 
of Cincinnati,Ohio. At the age of about 21 years, he married 
Martha Ann Crosley of Cincinnati,Ohio. Immediately after the ceremony 
they started west in a cart drawn by two yoke of oxen. At Louisville 
they struck the Buffalo Frace to Vincennes and followed it until 
the Louisville Road to Terre Haute branched off some miles west. 
They followed the Louisville Road into Vigo County to its intersection 
with what is now the Ray Park Road below Riley, Ind. At the southeast 
corner of this intersection, a relative of Isaiah Donham's named 
Christy, had built a cabin, having entered the land some time earlier. 
The newlyweds moved in with the Christys until Donham had built a 
cabin on land he had entered on the Reservoir Prairie, three miles 
pox Ok of Lewis, Ind. They moved to their own home. This was about 1832 
er: #35.. 

Isaiah Donham served 14 years as trustee of Pierson Twp. Later 
he served 4 or 5 terms in the state legislature, first in the house 
and then in the senate at Indianapolis. He was one of the contractors 
who built the Wabash & Erie Canal across southern Vigo Co. His wife 
died in 1888, at the farm, which by that time had grown to over 600 
acres. He lived the remainder of his life in Terre Haute and died in 
1897, at the age of 86. 

A few years after Isaiah Donham came to Pierson Twp., a cousin, 
Robert Donham, also of Clermont Co.,Ohio, came into Pierson Twp. and 
bought land on the Reservoir Prairie. He married Josephine Moon, of 
another pioneer Pierson Twp. family. Their daughter,Josephine, married 
William Piercy, of Andrews, N.C., who came into the township after the 
Civil War. They had four children, one of whom, Nellie Piercy Donham, 
is mentioned above. Her mother was born in 1863 in Pierson Twp., and 
she died in 1940. William Piercy was born in 1857, and died in 1917. 


Thomas F. Donham was the youngest of 10 children. He practised 
law in Terre Haute from about 1875 to 1905. He died in 1927. At the 
age of 24 he married Eliza Akers, who was born in Lewis in 1859. She 
died in Terre Haute in 1947. Her father, Willis Akers, came t@;‘ Twp. 
from the Blue Licks area of Kentucky several years before the Civil Wa 
and married Nancy Pierson, of another pioneer Pierson Twp. family, for 
whom the township is named. 
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Nancy Pierson's mother was born in Vigo County,ind., 
a daughter of Joseph Liston, a Vincennes frontiersman. 
Joseph Liston, as a civilian scout, came north with Gen. 
Wm. Henry Harrison's army when Harrison built the old 
Fort Harrison on the east bank of the Wabash River just 
north of the Present northern city limits of Terre Haute, 
aly Re Bs BU The following year, Liston and two companions 
planted 80 acres of corn on what was then known as Fort 
Harrison prairie, near the present Elks Country Club. 
They sold the crop at gathering time to the garrison of 
the Fort at 50 cents a bushel. Early histories credit 
Liston with having plowed the first furrow ever turned in 
Vigo County. He lived for a time in Linton Twp. and was 
buried at the reported age of 96 years, in the Brown 
cemetery a couple of miles southeast of the town of 
Youngstown.

The name BEALE originated, it is believed, from 
the name BIEL, a town in Switzerland. There is a Gaelic 
word BEUL, which means mouth, from which it may have been 
derived. 


There were several "first settlers" bearing this name 
in America. And it is possible that although some of them 
established homes in Virginia, and others in the states 
farther north, they no doubt descended from the same 
forbears. 


A coat of arms was found on the tomb of Captain 
Thomas Beale, Jr. of Chestnut Hill in Richmond County,Va. 
It is identical with those used by the Beale's of London, 
England. Colonel Thomas Beale, the father of Captain 
Thomas Beale, lived in York County, Va. He was a member 
of the Colonial Council under Gov. Berkerley. In New 
England there are listed exactly seven early settlers 
who bore the name of BEALS, Beal, or BEALE, 


Col. William Beale came from London and in 1655 
was living in York, Maine. He returned to his native 
heath, but his son Arthur remained to carry on the name 
in America. 


Thomas Beale was at Cambridge, Mass. in 16354. 
Samuel Beale lived in Salem, Mass. John Beal came from 
Norfolk, England to Hingham, Mass. Abraham Beal was a 
resident of Charleston,Mass. in 1657. Benjamin Beal 
was living Dorchester, Mass. in 1674, and Joseph Beal 
was an inhabitant of Portsmouth, New Hampshire in 1651.

From a letter written by her uncle, Chas. G. Beal: 


"I am setting down a few facts, which I thought you 
might not have, and even if they do not interest you at 
present, they might some time, some day, be interesting 
to some one. There once lived a man near Hamilton,Ohio 
whose name was Jonathan Beal, He is buried right inside 
the city of Hamilton. He had a son William Beal, who was 
your great grandfather. William left his native home in 
Ohio and drove for days in a covered wagon, landing in 
Crawfordsville,Indiana in February, 1834. He lived there 
until 1851 when he again took to the wagon and landed six 
miles north of what is now Remington,Ind. He had nine 
children. Three months after landing there, he died. 

Some time later, one Jesse Moore lost his wife. He 
heard of the Widow Beal and traveled to see if he could get 
her for a wife. But at the supper table he noticed that 
her daughter, a comely widow of twenty years, was very 
active with the cooking, so he decided to try to get her 
instead of her mother. He told her he was looking for a 
wife and she said yes. 

Now lets drop that side for a moment - In 1833 or 34 
William S. Moore was working in Chicago. In Feb. 1834 
he decided to leave Chicago and did so on foot, going to 
visit his brother who lived seven miles south of Watseka, 
Ill. When he reached the Iroquois River, the ice would not 
bear his weight, so he cut a willow club, took off his clothes 
tied them in a bundle, held them up over his head and waded 
in breaking the ice before him. When he landed on the south 
bank he put on his dry clothes and trudged on. Well, he 
stayed on in that community, married Eliza June Fleming, 
Dec. 25,1854. They had five children, then she died Mar. 2, 
1845,at 28 yrs of age. Later on William Beals youngest 
son, John Newton Beal, decided to visit his sister Mary Jane 
who had married Jesse Moore, an older brother of William S. 
Moore. While there he met Violinda M. Moore, daughter of 
William S. Moore, 

As you read this, perhaps you will see how William 
Beal and William S. Moore each left their homes in the 
same month of the same year, 1834 and journeyed towards 
one another, neither knowing the other, but the families 

finally forming alliances.”
